AN ORDINANCE approving a contract with 
EARTH CONSTRUCTION for construction of 
a water line to be installed in Colony 
Heights, Inc. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The Contract approved April 18, 1973, 
between the City of Fort Wayne by and through its Mayor and the 
Board of Public Works, and EARTH CONSTRUCTION, for construction 
of a water line to serve Colony Heights, Inc., to be constructed 
and installed as follows: 

665+ feet of 16 inch ductile iron pipe on the north 
side of Tillman Road from the existing 16 inch water 
main at Woodlyn Drive, eastward a distance of 665+ 
feet, all as shown on Drawing No. M-10057, Sheet 1 of 1. 

for a total cost of $12,168.00, of which $11,633.00 shall be 

divided by the Contributor and the City, and $535.00 being 

assumed by said Utility for supplying the necessary labor for 

inspection, pressure testing, disinfection and engineering.

THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into this 
by and between COLONY HEIGHTS, INC., hereinafter called CONTRIBUTOR 



FORT WAYNE WATER UTILITY of the City of Fort Wayne, 
the BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS of said City, hereinaftei 


and 

Indiana, by and through 
called UTILITY, WITNESSETH: 


That the said Contributor and the said Utility for the considerations herein- 
after named, agree as follows: 


1. That the Utility and the Contributor shall proceed dependent upon procure- 
ment of materials and labor and with reference to other similar work of 
said parties to construct 665+ feet of 16" D, I. water main, including all 
necessary fittings as follows: 

For furnishing all materials, equipment and labor for the installation 
of 665+ feet of 16 inch ductile iron pipe on the north side of Tillman 
Road from the existing 16 inch water main at Woodlyn Drive, eastward a 
distance of 665 ± feet, all as shown on Drawing No. M-10057, Sheet 1 of 1. 

2 . That said water main system shall be constructed according to the standards, 
plans and specifications of the Utility and that said Utility shall furnish 
water thru said main when completed, in accordance with the rules and regu- 
lations of said Utility, and the laws, ordinances and regulations applicable 
thereto, noxv in force, or that may hereafter be adopted. 

It is, however, understood and agreed that the Utility will not furnish water 
thru any part or parts of the water main covered hereunder unless and until 
the entire main shall have been tested, disinfected and placed in service and 
accepted by said Utility, 


3. It is understood and agreed by and between the parties of this contract that 
the Contributor shall furnish all materials, contractual labor, and equipment 
for the construction of said water main through EARTH CONSTRUCTION AND ENG- 
INEERING, INC,, at a cost of Eleven Thousand Six Hundred Thirty Three and 
No/100 Dollars, ($11,633.00), and that said Utility shall supply the necessary 
labor for inspection, pressure testing, disinfection and engineering at a cost 
of Five Hundred Thirty Five and No/ 100 Dollars, ($535,00). Therefore, the 
total cost of said water main is Twelve Thousand One Hundred Sixty Eight and 
No/100 Dollars, ($12,168.00). It is further understood and agreed by and be- 
tween the parties of this contract that the said Contributor shall bear the 
cost of the water main on the basis of a six (6") inch main, 'the cost of which 
is Five Thousand Four Hundred Seventy Five and 60/100 Dollars, ($5,475.60), 
and which amount is the contract price of this Agreement. Therefore, it is 
agreed that upon completion and acceptance of said water main system by said 
Utility, the Utility will pay to said Contributor's contractor the difference 
between the cost of materials, contractual labor and equipment as supplied by 
the contractor, as referred to above and the contract price of this Agreement, 
said difference being Six Thousand One Hundred Fifty Seven and 40/100 Dollars, 
($6, 157.40) .

The Utility may approve the extension of additional water mains from the water 
main covered in this contract without incurring any financial obligations to 
the Contributor under this contract. 


5. It is further understood and agreed that, upon completion and acceptance by 
the Utility, the water main and fittings installed under this contract shall 
form and be a part of the water works system of said Utility, and that all 
rights, title and interest whatsoever, shall at all times be and remain in the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

6. Councilmanic Approval, 


This contract, although executed on behalf of the Utility by it's Mayor and 
Board of Public Works, shall not be binding upon the Utility unless and until 
the same shall have been ratified and approved by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and should said Common Council fail to approve 
the same within sixty (60) days after the date hereof, then this contract shall 
be and become wholly void.
